Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Applicant 
admitted PRIOR ART, Pullen et al. (6,304,137). 

Pullen et al. (Fig. 2) disclose an amplifier circuit comprising: a low pass filter (L2, 
C2); a switching section having a first switching element (M4) and a second switching 
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element (M3); a first coil (L4), a second coil (L3), high potential (+BUS), low potential (- 
BUS); a first high sped diode (D5) having its cathode connected to the high potential 
(+BUS), and an anode connected between the second coil (L5) and the second 
switching element (M3) at a node, and a second high speed diode (D6) having its 
cathode connected between the first coil (L4) and the first switching element (M4) at a 
node, and its anode is connected to the low potential; and the low pass filter (L2, C2) 
connected between the first and second coils (L4, L3) at a node. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pullen 
(6,249,182). 

Pullen (Fig. 7) discloses an amplifier circuit comprising: an amplifier (10) can be 
read as an analog amplifier; a low pass filter including a coil (26) and a capacitor (28); 
and elements between the output of amplifier (10) and coil (26) can be read as a digital 
amplifier; and a feedback circuit comprising a second capacitor (Capz) and resistor (Ra) 
connected in series having the connection and function thereof.
